Abandoned! Is there a Inore tragic word 
in the language? 
Lost 
hope, 
shattered 
ideals, broken spirits, failure— all of these 
the word implies. 
And there is tragedy on 
a grand scale in the thousands of abandon­ 
ed farms strewn up and down our Atlantic 
seabord from 
Virginia to 
Maine. 
Once 
these farms supported a large and prosper­ 
ous population. 
Today, fields still neatly 
marked off with stone walls are overgrown 
with brush and weeds, and decaying build­ 
ings bear tottering witness of past glories. 
It has been estimated that if all of these 
abandoned farms were joined they would 
make an area twice the size of the state of 
Massachusetts. 
The heroes of this story are a group of 
Jew ish immigrants, recruited from one of 
the ugliest spots I know— the lower Fast 
Side in New York City— and set down by 
the process of curious circumstances in one 
of 4he loveliest 
spots 
on this earth— the 
Berkshire Hills of W estern Massachusetts. 
Jt is unusual to find Jew s on the land. 
They seem to be traditionally bound to the 
cities and the marts of trade. 
Stranger 
still it is to find a group of workmen and 
small tradesmen from a large city succeed­ 
ing on farms where natives of the soil have 
confessed failure. 
The influx of Jew s into this territory be­ 
gan about fifteen years ago when three old 
Yankee farmers 
living 
near the town of 
Lee (their affairs having come to such a 
pass that they must either sell or abandon 
their farm s) placed their land in the hands 
of a New York firm of Jewish real estate 
dealers. 
The plan was conceived— there 
seems to be some doubt as to whether the 
Yankee farm er or 
the 
real 
estate 
men j 
should be given credit for it— of splitting j 
the farms up into smaller tracts and selling 
them to immigrant Jew s on the East Side j 
in New York. 
The cheapness of the land 
would appeal 
to the 
bargain 
instinct of 
these people, and besides, most of them 
were thrifty and could 
make substantial 
down payments. 
If they know nothing of 
farming and failed to make a living— w ell,! 
foreclosure was always possible and then j 
the farms could be sold over again. 
All this was more than a dozen years 
ago. 
I have just spent several days in and 
about the 
towns 
of Lee, Otis, East Otis, 
Sandismeld, Blanford, Tollod and New Bos-1 
ton where a hundred or more Jew ish farm- j 
ers now own thousands of acres of land. ¡ 
One can pick out one of these farms almost ; 
without exception for its well kept build­ 
ings and fences.

Most of the time during the Stone 
Age people chipped stones by pound­ 
ing them with 
other 
stones. 
This 
way of making tools Is shown in the 
upper part of the illustration. Among 
the tools made in 
such 
a 
manner 
were stone knives, axes, bores, scrap­ 
ers, and 
hammers. 
Hundreds 
of 
thousands of these have been found 
beneath cave floors in Europe, Asia 
and northern Africa. 
As thousands upon thousands 
of 
years passed, men slowly learned to 
chip their tools better 
and 
better. 
Some splendid results were obtained 
In those olden times. 
Men pounded 
away on stones—usually 
flint— and 
lo, the stones were made into good 
tools and good weapons. 
Then came a time when people in 
Europe did not chip stones so well, 
perhaps the race was becoming ra­ 
ther “worn out.” 
From time to time, however, tribes 
from northern Africa and Asia made 
their way to Europe and refreshed 
the human stock. Among these tribes 
were people who learned 
a 
better 
vray to chip stone. 
Notice the lower part of the illus­ 
tration. 
It shows how men who liv­ 
ed In the latter part of the Stone Age 
made their tools. 
A piece of bone in 
one hand is to 
be 
seen 
pressing 
against a stone in the 
other 
hand. 
Trials by scientists have proved the 
splendid results which can be obtain­ 
ed by this method. 
Much finer tools 
and weapons than ever before were 
made by Stone Age men after 
this 
discovery.

this time was the cutting of bone ti 
make it better suited to man’s use

More than 34 chapters í ave been 
visited during the months of May. June

July 
by 
Captain

Rue eke, first aid and life saving repre­ 
sentative of the Southwestern Division. 
While visiting these various chapters,, 
Capt. It a a eke gave first aid demonstra­ 
tions before Rotary, Lions and Kiwanis 
Clubs, as well as !;fo saving demonstra­ 
tions and instructions at Y. M. C. A., 
Y. W. <\ A. and many outdoor pools 
and lakes. At the majority of the pools 
and lakes visited, the Captain has not­ 
ed particularly that practically little 
or no life saving precautions are taken. 
A large lake at Nevada, Mo., Is owned 
by an old Indian, who believes that If 
a person were drowning someone near 
at hand would come to the re scue. 
Many letters of commendation have 
been received from chapters visited by 
Capt. Itaacke. 
Salina, Kan., was par­ 
ticularly well pleased with his demon­ 
strations at the Country Club outdoor 
pool. 
The following is an extract from 
a letter recently sent in by the Ufe 
saving exam iner of that tow n : 
"Capt. Raacke’s clever work at 
the large outdoor pool of the Coun­ 
try Club was watched in breathless 
silence, only to be broken by wild 
cheering at his many extraordinary 
feats of swimming and life saving. 
Capt. Itaacke, to us, is a marvel of 
efficiency and his crawl stroke is 
still the talk of the town. 
He not 
only has been a great help in the 
Life Saving Department, but has 
given even greater Interest to the 
Red Cross in its other lines of 
work." 
There are several well organized life 
saving corps in the Southwestern Di­ 
vision. 
Kansas City, Mo., has an ex­ 
cellent women’s corps. 
At the annual 
banquet, 
held 
in 
May, 
life 
saving 
badges were awarded to more than 
forty women, service medals to two 
and the life saving bar to one. 
On July 30th the river patrol of the 
St. Louis Chapter gave an exhibition 
and races at Lincoln Beach, 
>11 the 
Meramec River. 
This exhibition was 
witnessed 
by 
probably 
the 
largest 
crowd ever gathered at Lincoln Beach. 
More than 500 canoes fringed the sand 
when the first event, the canoe singles 
race, was announced. 
Capt. Itaacke 
had charge of the life saving demon­ 
stration, showing the various methods 
of breaking death holds encountered 
In rescuing a drowning person. 
Eight life guards, after his demon­ 
stration on the barge, struggled vicious­ 
ly with each other in a practical Illus­ 
tration of life saving tactics. 
The Galveston, (Texas? Life Saving 
Corps have frequently exhibited t’ eir 
skill In first aid and life saving. Owing 
to the prompt and efficient fi 
t aid ad­ 
ministered by three members or tne 
Galveston Life Saving rorp s on June 
4th, the life of John D. Wheeler, 26 
years old, of Houston, Tex., was saved. 
Mr. Wheeler was overcome while bath­ 
ing In shallow w ater and was found 
floating in an unconscious condition. 
The three members of the life saving 
corps succeeded in reviving Mr. Wheel­

through
